These different members 
sent the different gifts of the Holy 
Ghost. And yet how few of them 
could be known or perceived by the 
generality of men. Peter and John 
were apostles; but the Jews perse- 
cuted them as impostors. Paul was 
an apostle and a prophet; yet they 
stoned him, and put him in prison; 
but the people knew nothing of the 
fact although he was in possession of 
the Holy Ghost. Our Savior was 
“anointed with the oil of gladness 
above his fellows;” but so far from the 
peo le snowing Him, they called Him 
zebub, and crucified Him as a 
malefactor. Who could point out an 
apostie or an inspired teacher by 
means of external a — Yet 
had they the Holy 0 ost. 

But, coming to the other members 
of the Church, and examining the 
gifts as spoken of by Paul, we find 
that the world can know nothing 
about them generally. There are but 
one or two that could be visibly dis- 
cerned or known, even if they were 
all poured out immediately on the 
imposition of hands. Paul says, 
“There are diversities of gifts, yet 
the same spirit ; and there are differ- 
ences of administration, but the same 
Lord.” And further, “But the mani- 
festation of the Spirit is given unto 
every man to profit withal. For to 
one is given by the Spirit the word of 
wisdom ; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit ; to an- 
other the gift of healing, to another 
the interpretation of tongues. But 
all these worketh that one selfsame 
Spirit, dividing to each man severally 
as be wills“ There are several gifts 
mentioned here; yet which of them 
could be known to an observer at 
the time of the imposition of hands? 
The words of wisdom and the words 
of knowledge are as much the gifts 
of the Holy Ghost as any other ; yet, 
if a person possessed them both, or 
received them ‘directly at the time of 
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the imposition of hands, who could 
know it? Another might receive the 
gift of faith, and observers would be 
ignorant of it; or suppose a man 
e gift of healing, or power to work 
miracles, such a fact might not be 
known at once. It would require 
time and circumstances to call these 
ifts into operation. Suppose a man 
ad the gift of discerning of spirits, 
who could tangibly perceive it? or, if 
he had the interpretation of tongues, 
unless some one spoke an unknown: 
tongue he, of course, would bave to 
remain silent. There are but few 
gifts that could be made visible, and 
among — = — the gift of 
tongues e gift of prophecy. 
These are the things which were the 
most sought after; and yet, if a man 
spoke an unknown tongue, he would, 
according to Paul’s testimony, be a 
barbarian to those who heard him. 
They would say he was talking gib- 
berish ; and if he prophesied, they 
he gift of tongues is, perhaps, the 
least gift of all; and it is one that is 
not now most greatly sought after; for, 
according to tue testimony of 2 
tures, and the manifestation of the 
Spirit in ancient times, very little 
could be known through it by the 
hearers when it was exerci except 
on some extraordinary occasions, as 
the day of Pentecost, etc. But even 
the most useful gifts could not be 
visibly discerned by a bystander. 
It is true that a man might pro- 
phesy, which is a t gift, and one 
which Paul told the disciples of Christ 
to seek after rather than to speak in 
tongues; but what does the world 
know about prophesying? Paul says 
that it serveth only to those that 
et But — not the Scripture 
say. ey spake in tongues and pro- 
yor seni Yes ; but who wrote the 
riptures? Not the men of the 
world, but the prophets : men who 
knew one gift from another, and, of 
course, were capable of writing about 


such things. If we had the testimonies

The same loyal and patriotic 0 hearts of all the 
Saints who live within the jurisdiction of the United States, and as 
fealty to the eharter of American liberty is, by revelation, made obligatory 
upon those who enjoy the blessings of its freedom, there is no more danger 
that the “ Mormons” in the United States shall prove recreant to the con- 
stitutional laws of that country, than there is that they shall abandon any 
other revelation given by the Almighty. 

Next.in order we shall cite from the 
pression of opinion respecting the simplicity of the language in which the 
American Constitution is written. These authoritative opinions also manifest 
the common sense manner in which that sacred instrument should be inter- 
preted. 

Mr. George Miflin Dallas, at one time vice-President of the United States, 
eays: “The Constitution, in its words, is plain and intelligible, and is meant 
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tor the home-bred, unsophisticated understandings of our fellow-citisens.” 
Chief Justice Marshall, in Gibbon v. Ogden (9 Wheat, 188), declared that, 
‘As men, whose intentions require no concealment, generally employ the 
words which most directly and aptly express the ideas they intend to convey, 
the enlightened patriots who framed our Constitution, and the people who 
adopted it, must be understood to have employed words in their natural sense, 
and to have intended what they said.” Judge Cooley, in his “Constitutional 
Limitations,” (sec. 50,) writes: Narrow aud technical reasoning is misplaced 
when it is brought to bear upon an instrument framed by the people them- 
selves for themselves, and designed as a chart upon which every man, learned 
and unlearned, may be able to trace the leading principles of government.“ 

In the presence of such views which were entertained by some of the most 
eminent Americans, who were qualified to speak on this subject, the right of 
any and of every individual of ordinary intelligence to form an opinion on 
the constitutionality of the acts of Congress can not fairly be questioned; and 
it is the right of every American citizen to demand that the great charter of 
human liberty shall be preserved inviolate, and it becomes his duty to protest 
against its desecration. 

In the preamble to the Constitution it is expressly set forth that the pur- 
poses for which it was ordained and established were, among others, “to 
establish justice” and “ensure domestic tranquility.” These two principles 
Mr. Justice Story adverts to as being special objects of attainment in the 
minds of the framers of the Constitution, and which they purposed to found 
and establish by that instrument. 

Referring to legal measures prevalent in the country befare the adoption 
of the Constitution, i. e., from 1774 to 1789, he says: Laws were constantly 
made by the State legislatures, violating, with more or less degrees of aggra- 
vation, the sacredness of private contracts.” Thisevil of itself was sufficient 
to arouse the people very generally to u sense of the need of a supreme gov- 
ernment with adequate authority to compel the individual States to observe 
good faith towards each other, and in their transactions with individuals. 
He further asserts; “ The local tribunals were obliged to obey the legislative 
will; and in the few instances in which it was resisted, the independence of 
the judges was sacrificed to the temper of the times.” Such a condition of 
affairs, if allowed to continue, would subvert some of the very principles for 
which the colonies had waged war. The patrivts were not slow to perceive 
that the power to sanction any departure, because popular prejudice or clamor 
demanded it, from the strictest principles of honesty and truth, would have 
to be restrained, and by adequate constitutional safeguards it was proposed 
to effect this desideratum. 

With respect to the other primary object for which the Constitution was 
established, viz, “to ensure domestic tranquility,” the Federalist” says, the 
purpose therein was ‘‘to guard one part of society against the injustice of the 
other part,” as, for example, where the peace, safety, or interests of one class 
of the community is endangered by an adverse faction or party. It was one 
of the main purposes of constitutional provisions to protect the minority 
against the encroachments of the — Few know how to use power 
wisely, and for the general welfare; for “if @ majority be united by 9 com- 
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mon interest, the rights of a minority will be ingectire,” and are often train- 
upon or wholly ignored. The “Federalist” says “the Constitution de- 
by a distribution of the powers to be exercised under it, to provide 
effectually that the rights of individuals, or of the minority, will be in little 
danger from interested combinations of the majority.” This,“ says Tremen- 
heere, an English author, “ is precisely the same principle which has always 
been so conspicuous in the British Constitution, and which has always in- 
sured a full hearing to every interest, however small, and however apparently 
at variance, in its instincts and sympathy, with the great majority of influ- 
ential opinion in the state, It is this which justly gives it an air of true and 
liberal freedom; and which makes every man who lives under-it, feel that he 
possesses in himself, and in those united with him, a guarantee against oppres- 
sion.” 

Englishmen are patriotic enough to choose to observe the fundamental laws 
of their country, and, hence, every man is accorded his constitutional privi- 
leges, but in America some of the common rights of citizens are denied the 
members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and a violation 
of the supreme law of the land has been brought about. 

To some it may appear questionable that constitutional rights should be 
invaded with respect to the “ Mormons,” since no similar fact can be alleged 
concerning any other class of the community. When, however, we consider 
that no other portion of the community have ever excited such deep and un- 
reasoning prejudice, it should occasion no surprise that that prejudice should 
lead to a construction of the Constitution unfavorable to the objects of na- 
tional displeasure, and to them alone. Circumstances affecting the “ Mor- 
mon” question, as they at present exist in the United States, certainly point 
to the exercise of illegal power in order to gain an anticipated victory, rather 
than to an impartial and liberal application of constitational rights and privi- 
leges, under which condition the Mormons” must surely win. Then, far- 
ther, the proposition that the Constitution of the United States is being sub- 
jected to an arbitrary and illegal construction with respect to the “ Mor- 
mons,” is very well sustained by facts of history which show that the people 
of the United States have quite generally proceeded in an illegal and arbi- 
trary manner against them. It is almost too monstrous for belief that an 
order of extermination should be issued against a mass of inoffensive men, 
women and children, but it was done nevertheless; and in view of sucha 
fact, a transgression of constitutional law becomes a common-place affair. 
The consideration of examples in-which this has been done will be e

UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 
Extremely cold weather prevailed in the southern counties recently. 
The Beaver Stake Academy began its third term with over 100 students 
The stockholders of the Beaver Woollen Mills concluded, at their meeting 


recently, to incorporate. 


The Minersville Irrigation Company are preparing to incorporate, a move 
that is decidedly judicious for them to take. 


The capital stock of the Beaver Woollen Mills under their incorporation is 
to be placed at $30,500, divided into 3,050 shares of $10 each. 

Articles of incorporation of the Salt Lake Fish and Dairy Company were 
filed in the Probate Court lately. The company will soon begin operations. 


A mammoth book and stationery house is soon to be established in Salt 
Lake City, by a Kansas City firm. It promises to 1 one of the nae con- 


cerns of the kind in the west. 


A correspondent writes to the Salt Lake Herald that the price of wheat in 
Manti is 70 cents a bushel, oats $1 per hundred. During the winter, beef has 


been selling at 24 cents and 4 cents. 


The Sanpete Stake Academy, which was started in N ovember, 1888, with 
from fifty to sixty students, is now filled entirely, and the number is at pre- 
sent 121. A good showing for a new institution.

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The large street cars to be used in place of the small ones now in service, 
Salt Lake City, were received by the Street Railway Company recently and 
have been placed in the car barn awaiting the arrival of the steam motor. 

Two car-loads of excursionists from Los Angeles and one from San Fran- 
cisco and other points, eighty persons in all, stopped ia Salt Lake City, on 
the 1st inst., and spent a few hours in viewing the city. They left for various 
points in the east over the Denver and Rio Grande route. 


The business of the stores of Ephraim for the last year has proven to have 
been good and increased considerably over 1887. The Co-op. has declared a divi- 
dend of 15 per cent. for 1888. The Farmers Exchange sold over $7,000 more 
goods in 1888 than in 1887, a very fair showing for a store of its size. 


The general statistics of attendance of the Salt Lake Stake Academy are 
as follows;—First term: Preparatory department, 80; intermediate depart- 
ment, 142; academic department, 48 ; total, 270. Second term: Preparatory 
department, discontinued; intermediate department, 186; academic depart- 
ment, 71; total, 257. 

On the night of January 9th the district schoolhouse at Springerville, 
Arizona, was burned down. It was a frame building and contained an organ, 
maps, blackboards, etc. The loss was about $700; no insurance. Many of 
the children lost their school-books. School was kept in the house the day 
before, and the fire was caused by putting ashes into a wooden box. This 
delayed school a few days, but it is now in running order again, in the meet- 
house. 


In approving the anti-“ Mormon” bill which recently passed the Idaho 
Legislature, the governor of that Territory has done a most remarkable thing. 
While admitting that some able lawyers consider the measure to be illegal, 
he has performed his part to make it a Jaw, and then with a disposition to 
shift the responsibility he intimates that the law can be tested by the courts. 
It looks very much as though the governor has surrended his best judgment 
in the matter to the whims of the enemies of the Territory. 


A meeting of local capitalists of Provo City was held in the court house on 
January 28, 1888, to consider the advisability of a street railroad for that 
city. The conclusion arrived at was very favorable and the initiatory steps 
taken to organize a street railway company. Those present subscribed quite 
liberally for shares of the capital stock of such a company, and the prospect 
is that ere another twelve months street cars will be running in Provo. 
Under the auspices of the Chamber of Commerce there is talk of waterworks 
and also of electric lights to be inaugurated some time in the near future. 

Speaking of the recently organized Arizona and Utah Railroad, the Manti 
Sentinel says; “This road is practically a continuation of the Sanpete Valley 
road, now under Mr. Brubach’s active and enterprising management, and is 
the first step southward in the line of an extension which will eventually con- 
tinue through the Sevier and other valleys, connecting in a regular line down 
into Arizona, with an A. and P. junction as the ultimate object. The pro- 
jectors feel sanguine over the success of the new road. While narrow guage
